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GMs FOR NEW PRIVATE 
TRAIN 


AN locomotive GM43 has been at 
South Dynon Loco since Tuesday 21 
January for radio installation and 
crew training in preparation for use of 
the class on a new private train to run 
between Melbourne and Adelaide. It 
is to be managed by the Patrick Steve- 
doring company which operates at 
Appleton, Webb and East Swanson 
Docks in Melbourne. 


It is claimed that GM43 is ‘the first 
of several GMs’ which will be travel- 
ling to Melbourne in the very near 
future for radio installation (currently, 
GM4z2 is the only member of the class 
able to lead in Victoria). The GMs will 
double-head with another loco, with 
the GM most probably leading on the 
journey from Adelaide due to their 
‘superior sanding capabilities’ through 
the Adelaide hills. 

A new siding has been constructed 
at Appleton Dock for Patricks (refer 
WON 50/96) in conjunction with the 
recently dual-gauged Dock line which 
crosses Footscray Road, behind South 
Dynon. 


The new train is anticipated to start 
running in mid-March. 


RAIL FARE INCREASES 


Public transport fares have increased 
by an average of 3.4%. The Minister for 
Public Transport defended the rise, 
stating that it was the first time in four 
years that ticket prices have gone up. 


V/Line fares also increased by an 
average of 3.4% but long-term monthly 
and yearly tickets would increase by 
less in recognition of the value of 
regular travellers. 


The rise will see a daily zone one 
ticket rise 20 cents to $4.30, whilst a 
weekly zone one, two and three ticket 
will go up from $37.20 to $38.40. 


V/Line single tickets from the Mel- 
bourne to Seymour are now $10.90, 
Bendigo $20.20, Ballarat $13.40 and 
Geelong $8.40. 


Met fares below $3.00 will rise by 
10 cents while those costing between 
$3.00 and $20.00 will rise between 20 
cents and 60 cents. 


AUTOMATIC TICKETING 


The government have denied that the 
OneLink automatic ticketing system is 
in danger of financial collapse, despite 
the many delays in introducing the 
machines onto public transport. 

A public accounts and estimates 
committee has been told that the con- 
sortium’s financial backing for the 
$330 million system depended on its 
meeting the PTC’s standards for 
machines. 


OneLink has yet to satisfy the gov- 
ernment that its system is ready for 
installation but it appears there is no 
suggestion that the project could 
collapse. 


The delays have been blamed on 
technical hitches such as power surges 
and exposed wiring. It is being tested

on eastern suburbs trains and trams 
and the machines are still malfunction- 
ing. The teething problems are not 
considered uriusual considering the 
new technology. 


The consortium, which includes 
ERG, Mayne Nickless and Fujitsu Aus- 
tralia has been criticised by the Minis- 
ter for Transport for failing to meet 
deadlines after signing the contract 
more than two years ago. 


The government has admitted the 
system will not be fully operational 
until the end of 1997. The introduction 
of the phase one pilot system, sched- 
uled for February 1995, was postponed 
to October 1996 and again to later this 
year. 


GRAIN CARTAGE 


A 5% rise in grain freight rates has been 
agreed to by V/Line Freight and the 
Australian Wheat Board. The perfor- 
mance based contract has capped rates 
for three years, with the option of con- 
tinuing the agreement for a further two 
years. The new rates will range from 
between about $16 a tonne to $26 a 
tonne. 


The triennial deal will secure rev- 
enue for V/Line Freight of between $30 
and $35 million and will see 1.7 to 1.8 
million tonnes of wheat transported 
to Victorian ports. 

The freight increase is the first in 
a decade but represents the third 
increase in harvest-related charges 
endured by the state’s grain growers 
this season. 


This year the Australian Grain Har- 
vesters Association lifted its contract 
harvesting rates by 20% and Vicgrain 
charges increased 5%, all concurrent 
with a $60/tonne drop in wheat prices 
since sowing. 

Nearly 4000 grain growers used 
V/Line’s On-Farm Pick-Up Scheme last 
year but V/Line Freight was expecting 
better patronage this year in what is 
tipped to be the biggest harvest for a 
decade and it is thought last year’s 
record pickup of 560 000 tonnes was 
likely to be exceeded. 

The scheme ventures across into 
South Australia and as far as Lake Car- 
gelligo in New South Wales and offers 
the service to growers within 100 km 
of the designated collection points of 
Tocumwal, Oaklands, Serviceton, Pan- 
itya, Yelta, Piangil and Swan Hill. 

Growers are charged a flat rate of $4 
a tonne up to 100 km on top of their 
local silo freight rate. The $4/t rate 
increases to a maximum of $25/t for 
400 km. 

In Victoria the scheme is open to 
growers on closed railway lines and 
to those who deliver to major mar- 
keters. V/Line Freight also provides a 
road transport service for pulse and 
oilseed growers, charging $4/t for up to 
60 km, to designated Vicgrain receival 
sites. 

Despite complaints from the grain 
industry and V/Line Freight that the 
dual-gauge system caused delays and 
cost money last harvest, the govern- 
ment is still dragging its feet in resolv- 
ing the problem. 


V/Line Freight’s business manager 
of the Grains Group said the dual- 
gauge system costs up to $20 million 
a year to operate. 

In response to an election promise, 
the Minister for Transport told growers 
in September 1996 that a consultant 
would be hired to study the matter, 
however in October a spokesman for 
the minister said this would not occur 
until 1997 or 1998 as at that time no 
consultant had been appointed, no 


guidelines set and no time limit estab- 
lished. 


HIGH SPEED RAIL LINK 


The Federal Government approved a 
proposal for a high-speed rail link be- 
tween Sydney and Canberra, which 
could be later extended to Melbourne.

operating and maintenance costs and 
would help fund the upgrade. 
Workers who became redundant 
when the manually operated gates 
were removed would not be sacked but 
could be re-deployed within the PTC. 


PRIVATISATION 


It is expected that V/Line Passenger 
services to Swan Hill, Albury/ 
Wodonga, Sale and Stony Point will 
be put up for public tender early 
this year. 
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The PTC will be permitted to tender 
and will, if necessary, be provided with 
the expert assistance necessary to pre- 
pare tender bids. 

The ‘One-stop Shop’ (VicTrip) con- 
cept for all public transport service 
inquiries and bookings will be put up 
for public tender. It is expected that all 
public transport operators contracted 
to government will participate in the 
service and meet its costs on a shared 
pro-rata basis. 


TRAVELLERS AID 
CELEBRATES EIGHTY 
YEARS OF SERVICE

Society of Victoria celebrated its 80th 

anniversary last year with a number of 
activities, including the unveiling of 
a tram painted in a special Travellers 
| Aid Society colour scheme. 

Travellers Aid would be best known 
to railway enthusiasts for its room 
located in the basement of Spencer 
Street station, which is used by ap- 
proximately 3500 people per month. 
The room offers a comfortable spot for 
travellers to sit, as well as baby chang- 


ing facilities, a shower, and two beds 
for people requiring a rest (people 
using these last two facilities are 
charged a nominal fee — $1 in the case 


of the bed). 


A room at Spencer Street station 
offering these facilities was first estab- 
lished in 1888 by Miss Sarah Booth 
when she formed the Travellers Aid 
Committee (TAC) of the Young 
Christian Women’s Association 
(YCWA). The room was provided 
by the Victorian Railways, and it was 
only available to women and children. 
A room was also established by the 
TAC in the same year at Station Pier, 
Port Melbourne. 


In 1916, the TAC was absorbed into 
the newly formed Travellers Aid 
Society of Victoria, which had been 
established by a number of charitable 
organisations to assist with the ex- 
pected increase in migration to Aust- 
ralia in the post-First World War 
period. In 1970, the Constitution of 
Travellers Aid was revised to give 
assistance to all travellers — male, 
female and children.

X CiaAss LOCOMOTIVES 


i he X class steamers were a popular 
class with enginemen. They were fast 
steaming, easy riding and everything 
about them was good. The cab was 
big, comfortable and the layout of the 
fittings was in an ‘easy to use’ mode. 

If the fireman was prepared to work, 
the big Belpaire firebox made lots of 
steam. The engine would freely steam 
continuously against one injector and 


the water level would easily stay up in the top of the gauge 


glass. 


The booster engine was a Franklin C2 type and was of : 
great assistance on grades. With fire booster cut in, it was - 
possible to hear the booster engine exhaust in amongst the 


ESPECIALLY X36 


Yes, it is a long time since 
the last X class steamer 
retired.

steam exhaust from the two cylinders. 
The boiler would steam easily with the 
booster cut in and it was not a drain on 
the boiler. 

Most of the engines were equipped 
with mechanical lubricators, but some 
of the earlier ones were still fitted with 
the Detriot Hydrostatic Lubricators. 
Drivers preferred the. mechanical lub- 
ricators as preparation of the engine 


was a much easier task. 

The X class came about because of the gauge standard- 
isation scheme. This scheme provided that all future loco- 
motive development must be able to be converted from 
broad to standard gauge. The C class consolidations could 


not be converted because of their firebox between the fra- 
mes, hence the X class was a development of the C with a 
wider than the frame firebox supported on a cradle riding 
atop a Delta Type Trailing Truck. This made for a larger 
boiler of greater and better steaming capacity, hence the X 
class was a much more adequate steaming machine than the 
C class. The cylinders, wheels, rods and valve gear on the X 
class were identical to the C class and the tractive effort was 
practically identical. The booster engine on the trailing truck 
added some 9000 pounds of tractive effort to the X. 


Recently, I was at the Railway Museum looking at X36. She 
looks as good today as she did many years ago when I made 
my firing trips on her. She was never booster equipped and 
was an engineman’s friend. Always she was a free steaming 
engine. 

I would like to tell you of one of my experiences on X36. 
All of my memories of this engine are good ones. She was a 
favourite. 


Early in 1953 I was firing for the late George Fosdick and 
we were rostered to run to Seymour and return on the 
12.45pm Up goods. At Seymour we were given X36, rest- 
ing on the turntable and were told that she was prepared. 
I obtained the kit and the shovel from the store and made 
my way to X36. George was already there. ‘She looks 
good Gerald’ he said. ‘The coal seems good, so we should 
be OR’. Trust George, for he was always one to think of 
the fireman. 


‘We have a banker to Wallan’ said George ‘so that should 
make things a little easier’. The banker was R732. I spread the 
fire and set about making X36 ready. George meanwhile was 
readying his side of the cab and at last we were set to go. We 
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eased our way up to the TR point and belled out for the 
12.45pm up. 

Down to the yard and we set back on to our train. As the 
banker had not arrived to go in front we set about testing 
brakes. The Train Examiner went about his task and I started 
to build up my starting fire. Important! 

The back corners of the firebox were filled up and the 
sides were lined up with a good bank. In the meantime our 
banker_R732 had arrived and stood off the train until the 
Train Examiner had finished his test with us. The brake exa- 
mination completed, I went down and waved 732 on to the 
front of us. I coupled up, George cut the brake out on X36 
and the Seymour driver made his brake test. 

I went up to R732 to say ‘hello’. The crew were a pair of 
friendly young enginemen and the fireman was particularly 
friendly. I went back to X36 and told George of my findings. 
He gave a grin and said that they would be OK. 

I stooped to my task of building up the fire. I propped the 
bufferfly firedoors open with the handle and set about finish- 
ing up the starting fire. The back corners were again added 
to, as well as the sides and quite a few shovelfulls of coal were 
placed over the centre and towards the front of the firebox. 
The smoke was rolling easily from the rolled stack and the 
injector was on, with the water up to the second top stud 
of the gauge glasses. 

The train examiner had finished, our guard had given 
George the load and then went on to Seymour crew on 732 
and gave them the load. We had a full load for both engines. 
The guard went back to his van and the Seymour driver whis- 
tled out. The disc signal came off, the guard gave his tip to 
the Head End and we were away. George took it easy with 36 
and the starting fire was coming to life as we left the yard.

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The Seymour man was making the R class work and with 
the two engines working in harmony we worked our way out 
on to the Up Main Line. Once out on the Main Line, George 
put the regulator over to wide open and eased the reversing 
wheel back and the exhaust of X36 took on a new note. The 
exhaust was starting to draw on the massive starting fire and 
a white brightness was coming from inside the butterfly 
firedoors. 


I stepped down from my seat on to the deck and picked up 
the shovel. With an easy swing I placed the first shovelful of 
coal into the front left hand corner, the next one going into 
the front right hand corner. The butterfly firedoors were now 
in the pneumatic mode of operation controlled by my right 
foot. A couple across the front of the box and then to the 
sides and back corners. Some off centre into the middle of 
the box and finally finishing off with some under the door. 
The heat in the backside of my overalls told me of a fire that 
was in good shape for making 
steam. 


I twisted open the injector 
water valve, opened up the 
steam valve and could hear the 
injector singing its song of 
keeping the water up in the 
boiler. The steam gauge was 
steady on 205 pounds and a 
good thick cloud of black 
smoke was billowing from the 
stack on X36. The_R class up 
front was working hard with the 
measured exhaust coming back 
and joining ours. Visible from 
the front bogie of the tender on 
R732 was the stoker engine 
exhaust letting me know that 
the Seymour fireboy on the R 
was doing his stuff. 


All too soon, the stack on 
X36 had cleared and it was time 
for another fire. Down on to the 
deck again and into it. The but- 
terfly doors and shovel and 
yours truly went to the task of 
keeping the fire up. George gave 
me some words of appreciation as I went around the box 
again. The smoke from the stack thickened up and went up 
to join the stoker fired smoke from 732. By now we were on 
Tallarook Bank. The Seymour fireboy leant out of his cab 
and waved back to me. His was an easier task than mine. A 
stoker fired 4-6-4 was a better ride than on a hand fired 2-8-2. 


Over Tallarook Bank and on down through Tallarook 
station we went. George eased the regulator on X36 and I 
stepped down on to the deck and lined the,box up again. 
The pop valves lifted on 732 letting us know that she was 
well in command. Over the rises from Tallarook and again 
the two smoke trails were joining each other and passing off 
into the country side. George had opened up to full regulator 
and the exhaust from X36 was measured and letting the 
world know that the trusty 2-8-2 built at Newport Work- 
shops in 1929 was doing its share of moving the tonnage to 
Melbourne. The R class was barking away and again the Sey- 
mour fireboy was waving enthusiastically to me. We rolled 
down between the two big hills and again I was down on the 
deck lining up the firebox on X36. The injector was still on, 
keeping the water up. Up over the next grade then on down 
towards Broadford. The box was again lined up and the R up 
front was certainly earning its keep. It would have been 
impressive to be at Broadford and see 732 and 36 pass by. A

cheery wave from the signalman at Broadford and we were 
on our way. Now there would be no rolling. It would be 
steady steaming to the top of Heathcote Junction. 

The firebox on 36 was keeping me busy. Every fire showed 
its result from the stack. The steam gauge was steady on 205 
pounds and George was looking relaxed. The Seymour men 
on 732 were sure keeping up their end of the bargain. The 
stoker exhaust was still there and the evidence from their 
stack showed that they were helping me on X36. 

George put his knees up on the drivers seat on 36 and 
leant out of the window to take in and listen to the spectacle 
of steam on the grade. ‘Gerald’ he said, ‘there’s no better 
place to be than here with all going well’. George at heart was 
an enthusiast but would never admit to it. He was so typical 
of his breed of steam enginemen. 

My last fire just past Wandong would take me up over 
Heathcote Junction. Again a satisfying smoke cloud from the 
stack on X36 showed that the 
fire was in good shape. The 
hand fired smoke from X36 
joined the stoker fired smoke 
from R732 and went off into the 
country side. 

Over the top of the junction 
and we were rolling down to 
Wallan. The Seymour man let 
her roll up to about 35 miles per 
hour and then set the air brake. 
The Walschaert valve gear on 36 
was racing away as the air brake 
took hold. We slowed down 


her-off and George cut in the 
brake and took control of the 
train. The crew of 732 gave us a 
wave as they headed for the 
turntable to turn and run back 
light engine to Seymour. 

George made his modified 
brake test and with the 8 inch 
cross compound air compressor 
thumping out its tune, George 
whistled out from Wallan. The 
guard gave us his tip and with the home and starting signals 
off we set out for Melbourne. I spooned in a fire and X36 
easily made her way along the rails towards Beveridge. 

Once over Beveridge we rolled on towards Melbourne 
with George easily handling the air brake. At Broadmeadows 
we eased on to the Albion Goods Line and rolled on towards 
our destination. I kept the fire up in order to give George full 
steam pressure to keep the air compressor happy with pump- 
ing up the main reservoir and brake pipe pressures. 

All too soon we had arrived in the Melbourne Yard and 
terminated. Over the pit to the old North Melbourne Loco 
Depot and we left X36 on No3 South Road. She looks as 
good today at the Railway Museum as she did then. 

Yes, the X class locomotives are now all gone today except 
for X36. I will always remember them. On trains like the 6.15 
pm Seymour, the 9.20 pm down Bendigo Goods and many 
other Goods Trains the X class reigned, also the occasional 
Passenger Train felt their pull on the drawbars. 

They were always reliable and did steam easily. Without a 
doubt they were the best ruling grade engine that the VR 
had. So look now at X36 at Newport. She stands for a class of 
some 29 locomotives who were Engineman’s friends. Vale to 
X36 and all of her class. You were all good to us, the Engine- 
men, and we shall not forget you.

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A Run On A*995 


I. my time A’995 was stationed at 
North Melbourne and was utilised on 
all kinds of workings from that Depot. 
She even saw service on the Overland 
between Spencer Street and Ararat. As 
an oil burner she was a very free steam- 
ing engine and would easily maintain a 
good water level with one injector. If 
the steam demands were great, the 
second injector would be used for a 
short time to keep the water level up. 

She always had a harsh sounding 
exhaust when compared to other A’s. 
You only need to listen to ‘Steam on 
the Five Foot Three’ to pick this up. 
The track of A986 and 995 departing 
Ingliston for Ballan will soundly illust- 


— A memory — 


She rests now in the Railway 
Museum at Newport. A’995 
was one of some sixty 
Walschaert A’s, all 
constructed at Departmental 
Workshops. Numbers 940 to 
972 and 983 to 999 were 
built at Newport Workshops, 
973 to 977 being built at 
Ballarat Workshops, whilst 
978 to 982 were built at 
Bendigo Workshops. All were 
constructed between the years 
1915 and 1922 


: cylinders are there. The fire light from 
: the ashpan is lighting up the rails as we 
: pass by and I can see the motion of the 


return crank and eccentric rod of the 


: Walschaert valve gear, making their 


movements to keep the valves and 


* pistons on the move. 


I think back to the days gone by as 
the legions of engines and men have 


: passed on into times beyond. The old 
: B class, O class, Q class, Y class and 


many others have passed by here with 


: their enginemen aboard. I can picture 


the many now gone firemen stooped to 


the task of firing in the black diamonds 


to keep the steam gauges quivering and 
their drivers sitting or standing, listen- 


rate this fact. 

I would like to take you back to the 
year 1953 and bring you up from Balla- 
rat to Melbourne on a 3.10 am up 
empty cars working. It is on Good Friday morning and I 
am with driver Jack Scully, a good engineman. 

The shunter comes into the room and tells us that our train 
is at No. 2 platform. The Ballarat crew have taken water and as 
we make our way across the tracks we see the numberboards 
on the side of the headlight telling us that the engine is A?995. 
The D class compressor is working and in the early morning 
she looks a good sight. 

We climb aboard and stow our bags on the tender front. 
The Ballarat driver tells Jack that she is a good thing, whilst 
the Ballarat fireman lets me know that she is steaming well. 
Then they head off from us, heading for home and bed. 

Jack signs the speed chart, gives the time clock several turns 
and asks me if ] am ready to go. I have turned up the atomiser 
to full, fed in some fuel oil and the water is a stud from the top 
of the gauge class. The steam gauge is showing nearly 185 
pounds per square inch and I advise Jack that I am ready to go. 
This advice being received Jack whistles out and we receive a 
green light from the guard from down along the dark empty 
cars. 


The home signal ahead of us is ‘off and Jack eases open the 
regulator. A995 moves forward easily and our train is under 
way. Jack gets a second tip from the guard and we are leaving 
Ballarat. Time is about 3.35 am. 

Our load is twelve cars, nearly up to 350 tons. Jack goes 
easily until we pick up the home signal for Ballarat East. It is 
‘off. Jack puts the regulator handle over to full and our 
exhausts start to come to life. The starting signal is ‘off as we 
begin our run for Warrenheip Bank. I have fed more oil fuel to 
the fire and put the right hand injector on. She is steaming 
easily and keeping the steam pressure up near 185. 

I lean out of the fireman’s window and take in the scene. 
Up front, the old style National headlight is on full, lighting 
up the way ahead and the tall silent gum trees lining the 
side of the track. The stack is very much in the picture, 
exhausting its cloud of smoke and steam into the still morn- 
ing air, with the sound reverberating back from the country- 
side. The shapes of the steam dome smoke deflectors and

: ing to the exhausts as the trains of yore 
: pass on up the grade of Warrenheip. 
: The many A’s, like 995 have gone by 
* here as well as the lone 4-8-4, H220 on 
its trial runs to Ararat from Melbourne and return. 

~ From way around a curve I can see the distant signal for 
Warrenheip. It is ‘off, showing green as we work on towards 
it. Approaching the outer home I lower the staff exchanger to 
pick up the Warrenheip to Bungaree staff. The small white 
light is up at the staff exchanger on the ground, letting us 
know that the outgoing staff is there. With a clunk we pick it 
up and I raise our exchanger and secure it. I release the staff 
from the horn and read the stations out, showing it to Jack. 
He nods his approval as we clatter over the diverging points 
heading for Bungaree. 

995 starts to accelerate away from Warrenheip and Jack 
brings the reversing wheel back to compensate for the easing 
of the grade. I speak to Jack and advise him that I am going to 
sand out the tubes. I find the shovel and then lift the firedoor 
half way to ready for the sanding. I take a half shovelful of 
sand from the box on the tender front and fire it up over the 
brick arch. I can hear the exhaust deepen as the sand scours 
out the tubes, ridding them of any carbon and soot build up. 
I then fire three more shovelfuls up over the arch, directing 
the action across the back tubeplate. 

Meanwhile we are on our way through Dunnstown and on 
up over the rises to Bungaree. Jack calls that the distant is 
‘Off. At the distant, I put the staff into the exchanger and 
lower it at the home. We exchange staffs and Jack whistles for 
the level crossing on the up end of Bungaree. We now have 
the staff for Bungaree to Gordon. The regulator handle is put 
over to full as we work up around the curve on our way to 
Wallace. I move the firing wheel around to the left and can see 
the resultant smoke from the stack as more fuel oil is passed 
to the bumer. The right hand injector is still on, for it is uphill 
work from here to Wallace. 

The exhaust beat is tremendous coming back from the 
landscape as I look back along our dark following train. The 
guard’s van side light tells me that our train is complete. We 
climb up to Wallace and Jack shuts off as we cross the main 
Western Highway. The speed of our train increases as gravity 
takes over as we head down the fairly long gradient making 
our way towards Melbourne. 
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As we run down the incline, Jack makes a light application 
of the air brake to keep our speed down to 60 miles per hour 
for that is the maximum speed that steam hauled empty cars 
are allowed. He releases the brake, rolls a little, then starts to 
steam up around the humps and curves towards Millbrook. 
We steam on past Millbrook and along towards Gordon. 
‘Distant off calls Jack and I swing into action with the staff 
exchanger. We pick up the Gordon to Ballan staff and pass up 
the other and away we go on the downgrade on the way to 
Ballan. 

All’s well at Ballan and we pass through and pick up the 
staff from Ballan to Ingliston. Staff exchange again at Inglis- 
ton, all signals ‘off and we are away on the down grade of 
Ingliston Bank. I have the atomiser on 100 pounds and keep 
the boiler pressure up so as to assist Jack and the ‘D’ class 
compressor to keep the brake pressures up. Jack is very careful 
with his air brake applications and releases to keep our train 
speed safe on the long descent. It requires skill and experi- 
ence when climbing up this grade, but equally a great skill is 


Over the reservoir with steam shut off and Jack opens up to 
climb away towards Melton. The distant signal is ‘Off and 
under easy steam we round the curve into Melton with the 
home signal ‘Off. Another staff exchange and we are progres- 
sing into the section Melton to Rockbank. By now the first 
signs of dawn are coming up as 995 tirelessly makes away with 
quickening exhausts. 

Soon Rockbank comes into sight. The distant signal is ‘Off 
as are the two home signals for our movement through. We 
exchange staffs and pick up the Rockbank to Sunshine staff 
for at this time Deer Park is switched out. Jack keeps an easy 
regulator on 995 as she bounds away from Rockbank down 
the slight incline before the light upgrade of the crest towards 
Deer Park. 

Over the top and away we roll towards Deer Park and Sun- 
shine. By now it is quite light and I can see the full movement 
of the fascination of the rods and Walschaert valve gear. Jack 
is resting easy on his seat as he applies the number four brake 
valve to ease down for the junction at Sunshine. 
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A’995 heads an up livestock train on the Broadmeadows - Albion goods line during

applied. 

We have the distant for Bacchus Marsh and pass through 
No 2 Road, exchange staffs with the auto staff exchanger and 
head out on the first grade to Parwan. The Walschaert valve 
gear is let out as Jack opens up to climb away from Bacchus 
Marsh. Over the first grade, shut off and roll around the cur- 
ves, then open up for the bank up to Parwan. 

Ihave meanwhile turned up the atomiser to full boiler pres- 
sure and opened up the oil valve. The fire is bub-bub, bub- 
bub under the door and a nice smoke run is issuing from the 
stack. I advise Jack that lam going to again sand the tubes. He 
has opened up for the climb up to Parwan and the exhaust 
sound is great. The shuffling gait of 995 increases as Jack lets 
out the reversing wheel and I half open the firedoor. Four 
more shovelfuls of sand, down with the door and on with the 
injector. The steam pressure gauge is steady on 185 pounds. 

‘Distant off for Parwan’ calls Jack and I put the Bacchus 
Marsh to Parwan staff into the exchanger at the distant signal 
and lower it away at the home. With a clunk we exchange 
staffs and pick up the Parwan to Melton staff as 995 accelerates 
away and on down the long straight stretch to Melton Reser- 
voir. It is wonderful to listen to the Walschaert timed 
exhausts as the speed builds up as away we go. 


I pass up the staff to the signalman standing on the ground 
and we are under the electrified wire of the suburban system 
heading away down the passenger lines under a light regu- 
lator and easy steam. I keep the smoke down as we run on 
through the suburbs towards Melbourne. 995 seems just as 
ready to go as she was leaving Ballarat. 


At North Melbourne station a crew is waiting to relieve us 
and Jack brings us to an easy stand at the platform. The relief. 
crew climb aboard, we exchange greetings, gather up our gear 
and climb off. A pop on the whistle, the regulator opens, the 
movement is slight as away she goes, with the empty cars 
following. We both listen to the easy walk of 995 as she heads 
towards Franklin Street. 


The guard says ‘hello’ as he passes by in his CE Van. We go 
across the footbridge to sign off with another out and return 
trip completed. Jack thanks me for my help and I feel good to 
think about him and A? 995 and the run up from Ballarat. 


She still had many miles to run before she came to the 
Newport Museum. In later years I was to drive her and we 
spent happy hours together. So look now at her at Newport. 
She stands and represents the Victorian Railways from the 
days of steam and is a fresh, elegant looking ten wheeler. All 
of the machine is still there. Many of her men have passed on 
but she stands as a reminder to them all. We honour 995 and 


all of her people.

INCREASES IN V/LINE TRAINS

ELTHAM CAR PARK 


Work started on a new bitumen sur- 
faced commuter car park at the down 
end of Eltham station in early Septem- 
ber 1996. The site was open land prior 
to work starting, although a derelict 
departmental residence had occupied a 
part of the site until it was demolished 
in 1995. 

The contractor had cleared the site, 
erected a chain wire fence parallel to 
the railway line, undertaken basic 
earthworks, and installed drainage by 
the end of September. Site work then 
stopped for approximately two weeks 
— presumably to allow the formation 
to settle. 

Work resumed on 9 October with 
the laying and compacting of the rock 
base. On 17 October, the first concrete 
kerbing was laid, and this was com- 
pleted by 22 October. 

On 29 October the first layer of bitu- 
men was spread, and the final layer a 
few days later. All line marking for 
the 108 car park spaces (including two 
for people with disabilities) and two 
motor cycle spaces was completed and 
landscaping commenced on 6 Novem- 
ber. All directional and other signage 
was erected on 7 November, whilst 
the landscaping was completed on 8 
November. 

The car park became available to the 
public in the afternoon of 8 November 
and over the first week it was daily used 
by about a dozen cars. 

On 12 November, the walls and ceil- 
ing of the subway linking the car park 
with the station entrance subway were 
repainted in a light sand colour. 

The PTC issued a public notice at 
Eltham station (dated 8 November) 
advising that the new car park off 
Diamond Street would be officially 
available for use from 18 November, 
approximately 50 unsealed car parking 
spaces near the Diamond Street level 
crossing would be replaced by a new 
video store (which will provide an 
extra service for PTC customers, as 
well as an additional after hours pres- 
ence to improve security) and high 
level lighting would be installed in the 
new Diamond Street car park during 
December 1996 or January 1997. 


YARRAGON 


In mid-October, work started to repair 
and re-paint the 1912 vintage timber 
station building that stands on the up 


platform at Yarragon. The building is 
being repainted in the new standard 
V/Line Passenger colour scheme for 
timber buildings (as previously used at 
Sydenham) of: 

Roof: Heritage Red 

Windows and Trim: Indian Red 

Walls: Wheat 


This replaces a colour scheme ap- 
plied in approximately 1986 consist- 
ing of: 

Roof: Brunswick Green

The building has not been used on 
a regular basis by the PTC since the 
station staff were withdrawn from 
Monday, 16 January 1989 (the inter- 
locking frame housed within the signal 
bay was abolished along with the sig- 
nals it controlled four years later in 
May 1993). An artists’ group have 
recently taken out a lease on the build- 
ing, and have refurbished the interior. 


SPENCER STREET STATION 
RE-PAINTING 


The task of repainting the fencing and 
verandahs on the country platforms 
(Nos. 1 to 8) at Spencer Street was 
completed on Friday, 25 October. The 
last section to be painted was the fenc- 
ing at the top of the ramps in the centre 
of platform 8. 

In the following week, a number 
of minor tasks were undertaken to 
finalise the job, including:

Your articles in the August and Sep- 
tember issues of NEWSRAIL on the E 
type cars were of great interest, and the 
reproduction of the photos and car 
diagrams in their original condition 
were the first I have seen (apart from 
the photo of Melbourne). 

As the joint stock cars were jointly 
owned, each system had its own 
records, and what one system did was 
not necessarily communicated to the 
other — particularly when one comes 
to the airconditioned Overland cars, as 
the whole construction was by the 
SAR, and from 1959 onwards the SAR 
undertook solely the major overhauls 
and repairs. 

In 1907 communications were better 
as the SAR history cards list dates in 

_ service as you have listed them, but the 
SAR has a-variation in the 1923 BE’s. 
For airconditioned Overland cars, a 
1962 VR list has quite a number of 
variations from the SAR dates as I sus- 
pect the VR dates are the dates they 
first appeared in Melbourne in a num- 
ber of cases. In particular, 1BJ and 
3BJ ran on the East-West Express be- 
tween Adelaide and Port Pirie for 
about a month before going into ser- 
vice on the Overland — the B)’s being 
introduced in pairs — one on each 
train, i.e., 1BJ and 2BJ, and then 3BJ 
and 4Bj. 

In general, the SAR dates are the 
dates the cars left Islington Workshops 
ready to go into service on the Over- 
land, although it could sometimes be a 
day or so before a new car was included 
in the Overland consist. It was not 
unknown however, for a new car to go 
on a trial trip during the day and be on 
the Overland that night. 

The following comments on the E 
car article may be of interest: 


August issue — p.234 — Note 8: Your 
second suggestion about the fish floors 
in CE vans was the more likely (cer- 
tainly in later years). One could smell 
fish on occasions when walking past 
the CE brakevan on the down Overland 
in platform 11 at Adelaide during the 
1950s and 1960s. I would think fish 
traffic (spasmodic) lasted until the 
mid-1960s as the SAR Traffic Branch 
required a fish floor in the CD (and 
SCD) brakevans constructed during 


1965. While the CE vans had lead 
floors, the CD and SCD cars had stain- 
less steel floors (fish floors that is). 


August issue — p.237: The second 
phase cars built in 1923 would, I think, 
be the first Joint Stock cars constructed 
with a pressure water service instead of 
a gravity feed water service from water 
tanks in the roof (SAR Weekly Notice 
49/23 has instructions and a diagram of 
the equipment on Joint Stock cars and 
does not say it supersedes any previous 
instructions, so I conclude that the 
1923 Joint Stock cars were the first 
feted). I have looked at Onkaparinga 
in the Port Dock Museum, and it does 
not have underframe water tanks. 


September issue — p.264 and 265: 
With regard to the colour of Joint 
Stock vehicles from the mid-1940s 
onwards, I saw the Overland reasonably 
often enough to say that the colour of 
the vehicles was predominantly green 
until the airconditioned cars came. 
With red being decided for the air- 
conditioned cars from 1949, the older 
cars were repainted red. However, my 
notes of the period show 7BE, 3CE, 
1D and 4D were red in the late 1940s 
and 26CE from 1949, but that 3D was 
red in 1944, but black from 1945, while 
1D was black in 1942/43, but red since 
1946. 

My impression was that the mail 


: vans were definitely black, and not a 


very dirty green. The mock-up sleeper 
made at Islington in 1946 was definitely 
painted green with two yellow hori- 
zontal stripes. It was exhibited for 
public comment in both Adelaide and 
Melbourne (in Melbourne on 17 & 18 
May 1946). — 

A possible explanation for the few 
red vehicles in the mid-1940s can be 
deduced from the system of maintain- 
ing the vehicles. Although the 1885 
agreement originally specified three 
year terms for maintenance by one 
system and then the other system, this 
was altered to five years at some time. 
In 1959, the SAR took over (and con- 
tinued until the end) after a five year 
VR term. Working back from 1959 ona 
five year basis, the respective systems 
doing the maintenance were: 


VR 1954-1959 
SAR 1949-1954 
VR 1944-1949 
SAR 1939-1944 
VR 1934-1939 


This agrees with the VR fitting auto- 
matic couplers in 1936. If the VR did 
take over in 1944, then they might 
not have been disposed to keeping 
green paint just for the Joint Stock 
(especially being war time), while the 
SAR in contrast continued to paint 
some of its intrastate cars green until 
the end of its existence (primarily the 
Centenary cars). 


In Bill Callaghan’s book The Over- 
land Railway, on pages 153, 154 and 
155, VR airconditioned sleepers are 
included in the Overland consist 
photos. Although black and white 
photos, the impression is that the VR 
sleepers are red. On page 153, a VR 
sleeper is between a green wooden 
sleeper and a green Pullman sleeper, 
which is followed by the red Adelaide. 
On page 155, VR Sleeper No.4 appears 
to have light coloured window frames 
and surrounds — possibly grey. 


September issue — p.265: While I 
don’t know which classes of car the 
SAR hired from the VR during the war, 
by 1950 only VR AE’s were on hire. 
Four cars that I know were on hire were 
4AE, 11AE, 13.AE and 19AE. On the 27 
December 1951, 4AE was in the consist 
of the morning down and afternoon 
up Terowie train. 


Presumably the hiring of VR cars 
stopped when the SAR purchased 
full equity in 7AE and 8AE. The SAR 
still hired Joint Stock cars on occasions 
after this, e.g., during the October long 
weekend in 1952, 42BE was in the con- 
sist of Port Pirie trains, while on the 1 
February 1954, 9AE was in the consist 
of the up West-East Express in place of a 
500 class care 


Attached is a list of the Joint Stock E 
type vehicles with details taken from 
the SAR history cards to supplement 
your information (and information 
from other sources). With regard to 
the photo on page 271 of the Septem- 
ber issue of 30BE, the lifting date 
(NL) appears to be 3/34 and the oiling 
date in chalk could be 27.4.36. From an 
original print it should be possible to 
determine these dates. 

A further note on colours of Joint 
Stock cars (page 268). The SAR 
painted airconditioned cars a red 
known as Regal Red. When this was 
applied to wooden cars, they appeared 
a definite brown tinge and I can 
remember a CE that looked decidedly 


brown (possibly 27CE mentioned in 
the article). In later years, a polyure- 
thane formulation was tried on a Club 
Car that was supposed to be Regal Red, 
but came out a decidedly purplish hue 
and didn’t last too long before being 
repainted.

NOTES 


1. The SAR (like NSW) used the term 
‘Condemned’, but the CR (and AN) 
used the term ‘Written Off. 


2. The SAR history cards do not generally 
give dates of demolition or scrapping of 
vehicles, but some have dates on them. 
The same date for all the CE’s and D’s is 
presumably the date demolition was 
completed for the whole batch. In fact, 
the underframes (complete with floor) 
mounted upon their own 6 wheel 
bogies were retained from 3D and 4D 
and used within the Islington Work- 
shops for the transport of long lengths 
of steel and long fabricated structures. A 
BE underframe and bogies was also 
used. 

These were particularly useful in the 
late 1970s (SAR & STA days) when a 
number of road bridges for the then 
Highways Department and rail overpass 
bridges for the Noarlunga line were 
constructed at Islington. Similarly in 
1982 they were used when the bridges 
for the standard gauge Crystal Brook 
line (including the bridge over the 
Torrens River near the Old Adelaide 
Gaol) were constructed at Islington. 

One underframe met an untimely end 
when overloaded, but the other two 
lasted to the late 1980s. 


3. The notes in regard to 8BE and Angas 
were supplied by Peter Lovell, while 
Ron Fluck had the date 42BE entered 
Port Dock Museum. 


Mr Parsons subsequently provided 
further information: 


More or less by chance I have some 
references to VR AE cars on hire to the 
SAR. 


The 1944 passenger train consist 
sheet, included at the end of this letter, 
is by courtesy of Kim Bird who says it 
was found some years ago in the water 
tower at Willunga of all places. 


It will be noted that four AE cars are 
shown and three are included in the set 
of cars which forms the Broken Hill 
Express consist. 


This agrees with the enclosed 
page from the October 1952 Working 
Time Table, although by this time 
all the VR AE cars had been returned 
(a trip to Broken Hill in April 1952 
did not include any AE or 550 cars on 
the broad gauge trains in either direc- 
tion). 

This consist sheet (unfortunately an 
isolated copy) is unusual compared 
with later practice in that it lists specific 
car numbers. 

Latter day practice was to just list the 
class or type of car required, as shown 
for Train No.983 — 11.35 am Bridge- 
water (should be 11.35 pm by the 
train number). Note the military 
trains with 10 PL cars and the three 
cars on the Terowie line trains with M 
after the number (M = Military; all 
‘dog-boxes’). 

The motive power specified is also 
interesting, as by the 20 February 1944 
only two 520’s were in service, 521 
having been issued on 17 February 
1944,

Mr W Andrews of Williamstown 


writes with further information 
regarding the Addenda section on 
p-390: 


Car 14AE was not used on the Hallade 
track recorder test runs. The cars used 
were 15AE at first, then later 38 AE and 
the last test runs with the Hallade 
machine car was run with 5G. 

I have photographs of these test 
runs that show these AE cars were 
screw coupled and on the test runs on 
4 December 1955 2CM-38AE-1CM 
were used and each photograph has 
the rear CM running with its panto- 
graph down. 

I had permission to travel on a sec- 
tion of the test run and I did not see 
any EMU cables in the AE corridor — 
I was told the front motor pulled the 
AE and the dead rear motor, even if 
the rear motor’s pantograph was up or 
down. 

All types of motors were used, AM, 
ABM, M and even 156M, the old 
Jolimont shunter was used. 


Mr Bob Wilson of Ringwood North 
writes: 


I am writing in response to the 
Addenda section on p.357 of the 
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November issue, in which reference 
was made to R737 and the last regular 
steam-hauled passenger train on the 
South Gippsland line on Saturday 13 
June 1964. 

When reading the item I realised I 
was on that train and I offer the follow- 
ing details of that trip as well as the one 
made the night before to get to 
Korumburra. 


A friend and I used to travel on the 
20 10 or 22 10 down Korumburra goods 
trains on some Friday nights and so it 
was on Friday 12 June that we left Mel- 
bourne Yard at 20 41 behind R765, 
hauling 19 vehicles for 234 tons. On the 
way four wagons were picked up at 
Dandenong and six were dropped off 
at Nyora. 


R750 was crossed on an up goods 
at Dandenong, as was R700 at Cran- 
bourne. Finally T346 was crossed at 
Koo Wee Rup, also on an up goods. 
Stops were made at Cranbourne, 
Clyde, Koo Wee Rup, Nyora, Loch 
and Bena to either cross trains, unload 
van goods or for safeworking. We 
reached Korumburra at 02 46 on 
Saturday morning. 


Some 2 hours later we joined the 
crew on the footplate of R737 for a

light engine ride to Leongatha, arriving 
just before 05 30. Here the cars for the 
journey to Melbourne were attached to 
the R. 


The consist of the train from the 
front was 22AW-16ABE-53APL-37CP. 
One wonders why so much first class 
accommodation, maybe it was to make 
up for the temperature, as my book 
records the morning as ‘B cold’. 


The train left Leongatha at 06 12 and 
stopped at all stations to Dandenong 
except Kardella. It reached Flinders 
Street at 09 11. R717 was crossed on a 
down goods at Bena but otherwise we 
had the line to ourselves. 


We had no idea beforehand that this 
was to be the last regular steam-hauled 
passenger train from the south east so 
the trip was a nice bonus. 


Just to finish off the story, we didn’t 
go home immediately as we caught 
another goods train from Melbourne 
Yard at 11 07 behind L1165, hauling 37 
vehicles for 662 tons and reached 
Pakenham at 13 55 where we alighted 
to return to Melbourne ona passenger 
train at 15 39 behind L1171. No doubt 
we slept well that night, such was the 
joy of youth.
